Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

These financial statements are presented in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant accounting policies 
affecting their presentation. 

A. Reporting Entity 

This report includes all of the funds and account groups of the 
Town. It includes all activities considered to be part of 
(controlled by or dependent on) the Town under NC6A Statement 
3, Defining the Governmental Reporting Entity . 

B. Basis of Accounting - All governmental funds and expendable 
trust funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become 
measurable and available as net current assets. Expenditures 
are recognized when the related fund liability 1s incurred. 

C. Fund Accounting - The accounts of the Town have been organized 
on the basis of funds and account groups, each of which is 
considered a separate accounting entity. Each fund has been 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund balance, revenues 
and expenditures as appropriate. The Town's resources are 
allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based upon 
the purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by 
which spending activities are controlled. The various funds 
are grouped in the financial statements in this report into 
four general fund types and the two broad fund categories as 
fol lows: 

GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. It is used to account for all financial resources 
except those required to be accounted for in another fund # 

Special Revenue Fund - The Special Revenue Fund accounts for 
the revenue sharing of the Town. 

Capital Projects Fund - The Capital Projects fund is used to 
account for the financial resources to be used in the 
acquisition or construction of capital facilities.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS (Continued) 
1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued) 
FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust Funds - The Trust Funds account for assets expensed and 
transferred from the other funds and also assets held for 
particular organizations. 

D. Fixed Assets - Fixed assets are recorded as expenses paid in 
the respective acquiring fund at the time of purchase. Such 
assets are not capitalized nor depredated in these funds. 
Generally accepted accounting principles requires that fixed 
assets used in governmental fund type operations be accounted 
for in a General Fixed Assets Account Group. The Town, 
however, has not maintained a record of its general fixed 
assets and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets 
has not been presented. 

E. Inventories - There are no inventories recorded within the 
General Fund. All inventory items are considered to be 
expenses paid at the time of purchase. 

F. Reserves - Noncurrent portions (collectible more than 60 days 
after 6/30/89) of property taxes receivable, water rents 
receivable and wastewater charges receivable are reported on 
the general fund balance sheet, in spite of their spending 
measurement focus. Special reporting treatment is used to 
indicate, however, that they are not considered available 
spendable resources, since they do not represent net current 
assets. Recognition of property taxes, water rents revenue and 
wastewater charges represented by noncurrent receivables is 
deferred until they become current receivables. Noncurrent 
portions of these long-term receivables are offset by reserve 
accounts . 

G. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting - The Town follows these 
procedures in establishing the budgetary data reflected in 
these financial statements: 

1. Prior to May 17, 1988 the Budget Review Committee submits to 
the Town Board of Selectmen a proposed operating budget 
covering the General Fund for the fiscal year commencing 
July 1, 1988. The operating budget includes proposed 
expenditures and the means of financing them. 

2. Public hearings are conducted to obtain taxpayer comments. 

3. The budget was legally enacted in partial at a Town Meeting 
on May 17, 1988 with the school portion not being legally 
enacted until July 19, 1988. 

4. Any revisions that alter expenditures of any fund must be 
approved by the Board of Selectmen. 

5. Formal Budgetary integration is employed as a management 
control device during the year for the General Fund.

Selectmen's Report -- July 1988 to June 1989 

In order to provide a complete Selectmen's Report and make it easy 
to follow, the activities of the Selectmen's Board for July, 1988 through 
June, 1989 are presented below using a month by month format. 

July, 1988, the Selectmen were involved in the following activities: 

* The Board decides to purchase a used truck to inforce the new dog 
ordinances . 

* Charles Nichols requests that the Board look into liability 
insurance for town constables so they can patrol pool and pond 
areas as well as take care of regular complaints. 

* Selectmen meet with Town Agent and Planning and Zoning Board 
Chairman about updating zoning regulations. 

August, 1988, the Selectmen were involved in the following activities: 

* Discussion on portable radio for constable Elrick and special 
officers who patrol pool and pond areas take up much time and 
Constable Elrick is given the Town's only unit.

Members are appointed annually by the department. Anyone interested in 
having their name put on the list for consideration as a member needs 
only to fill out an application. Applications are available from any 
member or at the Town Clerk's Office. 

The department is in need of individuals to perform the duties of a 
safety officer (not firefighter). No experience is required, training 
will be provided by the fire department. Those individuals interested 
need only to fill out an application. 

The department met twenty-four times during 1989 for training, twelve 
times on Monday nights for members working days and twelve times on 
Saturday mornings for members working nights. We also held twelve work 
meetings which were used to clean equipment, station and do maintenance 
on the vehicles. Each member is also scheduled every third Sunday to 
take their turn at working bingo. 

The estimated dollar loss due to fires in the town during 1989 totaled 
$16,000.00. The figure for 1988 was $68,520.00, and for 1987 $43,160.00. 
These figures reflect good public awareness of fire safety. 

SMOKE DETECTORS SAVE LIVES! 

With a working smoke detector, your risk of dying in a fire is cut in half. 
Smoke detectors should be installed in or outside every bedroom and on every 
level of your home. Installation isn't enough, one-third of all home detec- 
tors are not working, because they haven't been checked, so please follow the 
manufactures instructions for regular testing and maintenance. 
During fire prevention week, six members of the department put on a fire 
prevention course at the elementary school for each grade. We tried to pre- 
sent a program for each age group showing them some equipment explaining 
what it was used for, and how to use it. We gave advice and handouts for 
fire prevention and safety in the home. If there are any groups or organi- 
zations that would like a fire prevention demonstration please do not hes- 
itate to inquire. 
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In 1989 Bernie Ratti retired from the active roster of the Proctor Fire Dept. 
Bernie was an active member for 27 years. He was instrumental in establish- 
ing many of the departments operational procedures and in identifing its 
needs. Its like they say in the commercial: When Bernie Ratti spoke every- 
one listened. Not only will this fire department miss you Bernie, the resi- 
dents will because you gave so much. THANK YOU BERNIE 

With a grant from the Mortimer R. Proctor Fund and money from bingo the fire 
station now has new insulated doors and insulation on the inside walls. These 
items should reduce our heating costs. 

In 1989 the women's auxiliary was very active again and we thank them for all 
the help and support given us over the years. 

Bingo is still a success. We would like to thank the family members and aux- 
iliary for helping us run bingo. We appreciate the support of the townspeople 
and hope they continue to support our bingo every Sunday night at 7:00 P.M. 
with doors opening at 6:00 P.M. 

The Sutherland Falls Hose Co. purchased a 20'X30' tent (no sides) for fund 
raising. For a $50.00 per day contribution to the Sutherland Falls Hose Co. 
we'll come and set the tent up and take it down. 

With money from bingo the Sutherland Falls Hose Co. was please to sponser a 
delegate to Green Mountain Girls State and Boys State. We also contributed 
to the Proctor Youth League, purchased fire prevention material, radio's, 
lights, station improvements, equipment and set some aside in the vehicle 
replacement fund of the S.F.H. Co. 

For those who have a hydrant near their home would you please try to keep it 
clear of snow.

The Proctor Library completed another year of serving Proctor 
making available books, periodicals, videos, and other materials 
for entertainment, knowledge, self - improvement , research and 
recreation. The library purchased about 850 new books and subscribed 
to some 77 publications at a cost of $10,323. 

The downstairs community room is available and used for meetings 
of local groups and various activities. Those using the room include 
the Senior Citizens, Boy and Girl Scouts, 4-H Clubs, Historical 
Society, Senior Humanities Program and others. 

A story-hour for pre-schoolers was held for several weeks. Also, 
a summer reading program for children grades 1-6. Numerous exhibits 
were displayed celebrating National Library Week, Book Week and on 
various subjects. 

Operating expenses for the fiscal year ended 6/30/89 were 
$53,433 versus $54,410 in fiscal 1988. The town contributed thru 
taxes $33,500 to fund personnel costs compared to $33,000 in 1987. 

The Mortimer Proctor Fund made a grant of $4,219 for book support 

Mrs Barbara Burns announced her intention to retire in August, 19 
after twenty-seven years of service. The trustees are seeking an 
assistant librarian to replace Mrs. Marie Tillberg who will become 
the librarian. 

Proctor Free Library continues to meet the minimum standards 
required by the Vermont Department of Libraries. Some thirty areas 
relating to the financial, budget, trustees, and operation must be 
satisfied to qualify. The VDL provides free library cards to those 
libraries meeting the standards which otherwise cost $1 each.

REPORT TO THE CITIZENS OF PROCTOR 

This agency expects to spend $27,196 to provide services needed by elder 
residents in your community during the current fiscal year. 

The following information describes services that we provided to elders in 
your community during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1989: 

Senior Meals 

Site: Proctor Library 

Schedule: Wednesdays at 12 PM 

845 congregate meals were served to 50 elders residing 
in your community. 

1,285 meals were delivered to the homes of 18 elders who were 
homebound and unable to come to the mealsite. This service is 
sometimes called "Meals on Wheels". 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

29 older persons received assistance through this important program. 
Advocate staff helped elders fill out application forms and worked to 
resolve any problems related to receipt of benefit programs or other 
assistance. Guidance was also provided to persons having questions or 
problems related to health insurance claims or medical service 
payments. Advocates also helped elders file Vermont tax rebate claims 
and provided assistance with fuel program application. 

Other Services 

The following list outlines some of the other services we made available 
to elders in your area either directly or through contract: 

o Long Term Care Ombudsman: This individual was available to 

provide assistance to residents of nursing and residential care 
homes in our region. She helped elders or, if appropriate, family 
members to sort out information concerning financial assistance 
and other concerns related to long term care. 

o Information and Referral : Our agency maintained an up-to-date 
listing of programs and services available to elders. Older 
persons were able to get this information by either calling our 
I&R line or by visiting our agency. 

o Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly: Funding was provided by 
our agency to help pay for the services of an attorney whose role 
was to focus on legal issues of concern to older persons. This 
attorney worked out of the Vermont Legal Aid Office in Rutland. 

o Essential Transportation: Through agency arrangement, a limited 
number of elders were provided with rides to get to medical 
appointments or to do essential shopping. Volunteer drivers 
received reimbursement from our agency for mileage costs incurred 
in providing this transportation assistance. We also provided a 
limited amount of funding to the 0ne-2-0ne Program to help provide 
this important service.

To the Citizens: of the Town of Proctor 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District, generally known as the The Bus" is approaching their 13th year 
in operation. Marble Valley Is the largest non-urban Public Transit System in the State of Vermont It 
provides transportation to the general public In Rutland County, as well as to several Social and Human 
Service agencies. Marble Valley increases self-sufficiency for the elderly, inflrmed, handicapped and is vital 
for those who need transportation. Marble Valley has become a valued asset to the communities It serves. 
System ridership has increased noticeably over last year's 120,000 (49,000 rides furnished to special needs 
people aione) rides. Approximately 305,000 vehicle miles accumulated annually on the fleet of some 21 
general transit busses, 30% which are equipped for the handicapped. 

In the past year Marble Valley has enjoyed enormous growth and efficiently. The headquarters 
are located at 158 Spruce Street and have been totally renovated to Include the following: new offices, 
dispatch area, paved parking lot, computerized bookkeeping and dispatch, In-house fuel capabilities, 
expanded vehicle maintenance department* fencing, security system and a new 48' by 100* vehicle storage 
building. Capital replacement and expansion of the fleet has included the purchase of a new 33 passenger 
forward control handicap accessible general transit bus, and on order are 5 handicapped accessible mini- 
buses for delivery this spring. 

Financing these major investments has been accomplished through the generation of grants 
obtained from the State and the Federal Government leaving community participation at less than 20% of 
actual cost. Through efficient management and a trained professional staff (23 full time employees/44 
volunteers) Marble Valiey has actually reduced costs to the taxpayer by some 13% In the last fiscal year! 
We have also offered "Free in city rides on the first day of each month. 

Marble Valley is actively working with area regional planners, developers, and legislative members 
to coordinate transportation needs in Rutland County as well as throughout the state. In times of uncertain 
and expensive energy supplies Public Transit Is becoming Increasingly valuable. The value of Public Transit 
to environmental, traffic congestion, and high costs of road construction is unmeasurabie. 

Marble Valley's free transportation service to the Medlcald\Reach-up eligible has Increased from 
just under 180 rides per month to a present high of over 2100 rides per month. This increase has made 
Marble Valley the 2nd largest Medicaid transportation provider In the State of Vermont. 

Once again we thank the taxpayers and elected officials of our municipalities for their financial 
and moral support so that the "Bus" can continue to move forward in providing vital public transportation 
service to the area. As our community grows, so does the transportation needs of the community.

Annual Report lo Towns 

One of every eight Vermonters has some type of disability. The 
Vermont Center for Independent Living 'VCIL) i c a grassroots organization 
that was founded in 1979 and is now incorporated as a private not-for-profit 
501(c>3 organization with a voluntary Board of Directors. The ambitious 
state-wide mission of VCIL is to assist Vermonters with disabilities to 
develop the resources necessary to achieve self determined and independent 
lifestyles. 

VCIL operates six programs. The Information and Referral Program is 
Vermont s most comprehensive centralized source of information on 
virtually any disability related topic and includes a computerized database 
of adaptive equipment. Trained information specialists research and 
respond to inquiries usually the same day. Books, videotapes and audio 
tapes are mailed to borrowers throughout the state. Information specialists 
also conduct intake interviews that result in referrals to other VCIL 
programs or to other agencies and organizations as may be appropriate to 
serve the needs of the person requesting assistance on a disability issue. 

The Home Modification Program provides information and referral 
services and technical assistance relating to housing and accessibility design. 
Housing brokerage services match individuals who have disabilities with 
appropriate available housing. Home Modification staff members also 
administer a program that provides up to $2,000 to low income elderly or 
disabled Vermonters for the purchase of materials for accessibility 
modifications to their homes. Assistance with modification designs, leverage 
of additional funding, organization of volunteer labor and coordination and 
monitoring of the construction process are also provided. 

The Peer Counseling Program provides support on a one-to-one basis 
to assist individuals with disabilities to achieve self help objectives and learn 
independent living skills. The Deaf Independence Program employs deaf 
counselors to help deaf peers achieve the same goals. Services for these two 
programs include advocacy assistance, counseling and support, information 
and referral and skills training. Funds are also available through VClL's 
Purchased Services and Goods Program to assist qualified individuals in 
obtaining attendant care or purchasing adaptive equipment and to enable 
peers to make transportation and housing accessibility modifications. 

The Community Advocacy Program identifies accessibility, work, 
housing and legislative issues of interest to Vermonters with disabilities. 
These issues are then brought to the attention of community action groups or 
approached directly by members of the VCIL staff. 

In FY 89 1 . staff members of the Information and Referral and Home 
Modification Programs responded to 1,687 requests for information and/or 
assistance statewide. Fifty-seven individuals were assisted technically and 
financially with accessibility modifications to their homes through the Home 
Modification Program. Counselors in the Peer Counseling and Deal' 
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Independence Programs provided 3.551 hours of service to 360 peers with 
disabilities. Staff of the Community Advocacy Program made 1,263 
advocacy contacts in FY '89. Community Advocacy efforts were instrumental 
in making some significant statewide legislative changes affecting 
Vermonters with disabilities this year. 

In FY '89, 126 requests for information or assistance were received by 
staff members of the Information and Referral and Home Modification 
Programs from individuals in Rutland County. Five individuals were assisted 
technically and financially with accessibility modifications to their homes 
through the Home Modification Program. Thirty-three individuals received 
503 hours of service from the Peer Counseling and Deaf Independence 
Programs in FY 89. The Community Advocacy Program made 57 advocacy 
contacts in Rutland County. 

Currently, there are waiting lists for many of VCIL s programs. Town 
allocations are an important component of VCIL's budget. Individual, town 
and county support is of vital importance if VCIL is to serve those 
Vermonters with disabilities who need, but are not currently receiving, 
assistance.

RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 



This past year has, again, been challenging and active for the 
Regional Commission as communities in the Rutland Region begin to 
work with Act 200. 

The Regional Planning Commission is dedicated to working with 
communities to ensure that Act 200 is used cooperatively and 
positively. With this focus the Commission believes it will be 
possible for communities to develop local plans that provide strong 
local control while recognizing regional responsibilities. 

During the past year the Regional Planning Commission: 

* changed our name adding "Planning" to better reflect the focus 
of our activities; 

* worked with all regional communities (Benson, Brandon, 
Sudbury, Hubbardton, Pittsford, Chittenden, West Haven, Fair 
Haven, Castleton, Proctor, West Rutland, Rutland City, Rutland 
Town, Mendon, Sherburne, Poultney, 'Ira, Clarendon, Shrewsbury, 
Middletown Springs, Tinmouth, Wells, Wallingford, Mt. Holly, 
Pawlet, Mt. Tabor and Danby) providing assistance - in varying 
degrees - in planning, zoning and subdivision preparation and 
revision. Particular emphasis has been on helping communities 
prepare local plans that meet the needs of the community 
within the framework provided by Act 200; 

* successfully assisted nine regional communities to obtain 
special planning funds to inventory natural areas in their 
communities. This information will be very important as local 
plans are prepared; 

* sent out to all selectmen and planning commissioners four 
issues of the State's Act 200 Newsletter; 

* worked on the development of a regional data base that would 
provide you with more information on which to develop local 
plans; 

* continued a very successful cooperative purchasing program for 
fuels that has saved participating communities substantial 
amounts on their fuel oil, diesel and gasoline purchases; 

* assisted in the organization of the Rutland County Community 
Land Trust which will be able to assist in the provision of 
affordable housing; 

* took a strong position on regional transportation issues in 
order to insure that the needs of the majority of regional 
residents are met; 

* developed procedures for working with communities in the 
development and review of local plans; 
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selected recipients for the annual Roger Brown Memorial Award 
for Outstanding Development in Danby, Sherburne, Castleton and 
Mendon ; 

held a series of meetings and workshops on the Champlain 
Pipeline to give regional residents access to information on 
the proposed project; 

continued preparation of the regional solid waste plan in 
cooperation with the Rutland County Solid Waste District; 

adopted bylaw changes that unconditionally made every Rutland 
County community (except Pittsfield which is in another 
region) a member of the Regional Commission and gave each 
community one vote; 

adopted a financing structure that set a standard fee for each 
member - regardless of size - and a local planning assistance 
program that showed a direct relationship between the service 
received and the funds spent; 

expanded our information resources and computer assistance to 
give you the data needed to make informed decisions on local 
planning and management issues; 

actively participated in state programs dealing with growth 
management and land use to insure that the needs and concerns 
of the Rutland Region are understood and addressed; 

continued to provide a forum for regional problem solving and 
the development of solutions to regional issues. 



Please join us as we continue these and other efforts to generate 
regional cooperation and insure that planning in Rutland County 
will be a truly bottom-up process.

The last year of the eighties brought substantial activity to 
the Rutland County Solid Waste District. During the year, we 
pursued five major endeavors: planning for the next 25 years; 
siting a landfill for the County; implementing recycling; 
implementation of emergency disposal programs and negotiating 
the purchase and reopening of the Vicon Resource Recovery 
Facility. 

Rutland County Solid Waste District continues to outpace any 
other District in completing the long range planning required 
under Vermont's Act 78 , the recently passed solid waste 
legislation. We have completed waste generation studies and 
analysis of residual disposal alternatives. During the coming 
year we will complete an analysis of recycling and composting 
alternatives that are designed to complement landfills and 
incineration. 

The District has vigorously pushed ahead with the siting of a 
regional landfill. State regulations require that the general 
public define the criteria by which a landfill site is 
selected. This process was completed by the end of 1989 when 
a Citizens Advisory Committee, assisted by all interested 
members of the public, drafted 19 criteria by which sites are 
to be judged. This coming year will see the criteria applied 
to maps of the County with the expectation that a site will be 
finalized by fall 1990. 

The major component of our solid waste strategy that was 
implemented this year was recycling. Almost every transfer 
station participated in the newly created recycling program 
for transfer stations. Most towns now have the familiar "white 
box" with the holes in the sides for glass and cans and 
similar boxes for newsprint and cardboard. In Rutland City and 
Proctor, we are now running a curbside pickup program where 
residents are asked to place their recyclables at the curb 
once a week. Next year we will concentrate on implementation 
of household hazardous waste and appliance programs. 

Of course, the District must still make sure that there is a 
disposal system in place for that trash which isn't recycled. 
With the closing of Vicon last year and the loss of Brandon 
and Thetford disposal sites, we have been forced to look out 
of state for disposal at much higher expense. We have also

opened a regional transfer station in Rutland City to assist 
small haulers and some smaller towns in transporting their 
trash to New Hampshire. We will continue to look for short 
term "fixes" as we work towards a long term answer. 

The District worked very intensely on negotiating the purchase 
of the former Vicon plant and related contracts for sale of 
electricity, disposal of ash and operation of the facility. 
This option was placed before the voters on December 12, 1989 
and was rejected. The District does not anticipate that it 
will ask the voters again if they wish to purchase the 
facility, but the District is still considering the 
possibility of contracting with a private owner, if one is 
successful in purchasing the facility. 

The District has been given the task of managing all garbage 
within the 2 5 towns that make up the District. We will 
endeavor to meet both the letter and spirit of Vermont's solid 
waste legislation so as to provide for a safer environment. 
Furthermore, we will continue to meet the challenge of finding 
short term disposal options in the face of mounting obstacles. 
We ask everyone to assist us by participating in recycling and 
other solid waste activities, by becoming aware of the 
difficulties we face in solving our garbage problems and by 
accepting the responsibility for finding solutions.

In addition, we have provided 8,782 hours of Long-Term Care for 
3 individuals with mental retardation in our Residential, Day 
Treatment, and Vocational Services Programs. 

October 2nd was the beginning of a new program offered by the 
Evergreen Center for Alcohol and other Drug Services called 
Quitting Time. Quitting Time is an intensive, evening out- 
patient alcohol treatment program for adults (a separate but 
similar program is planned for teenagers). 

The Associates in Child and Family Services, our affiliate on Grove 
Street in Rutland, has provided services to Proctor residents for 
child, adolescent, parent, couples, and individual counseling.

Report of Independent Certified Public Accountants 



To the Board of School Directors 
Town of Proctor School District 
Proctor, Vermont 



We have audited the accompanying combined financial statements of the 
Town of Proctor School District as of June 30, 1989, and for the year then 
ended. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of 
Proctor School District management. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free 
of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial state- 
ments. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall 
financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a 
reasonable basis for our opinion. 

The cash receipts in the accounts within the Student Activity Funds 
(Schedules 1 and 2) (High School and Elementary School) consist of collec- 
tions from variable and undeterminable sources. It was not practicable to 
satisfy ourselves with respect to such revenues beyond the amounts recorded 
as received. All the disbursements in the accounts within the Student 
Activity Funds consist of expenses from variable and undeterminable sources. 
It was not practicable to satisfy ourselves with respect to the disburse- 
ments beyond the amounts recorded as disbursed. Internal control within 
this fund is inadequate since the disbursing agent has access to all cash 
books and records and is able to sign checks and reconciles such cash 
accounts. 

The Town of Proctor School District has not maintained a record of 
its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of general fixed 
assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, is not 
included in the financial report. 

As described in Note 4, the Town of Proctor School District has not 
recorded an obligation for compensated future absences of its professionals 
as required by generally accepted accounting principles. 
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In our opinion, except for the effects, if any, of the matters 
discussed in paragraphs three and four, the combined financial statements 
referred to above present fairly in all material respects the combined 
financial position of such funds and the general long-term debt group of 
accounts of the Town of Proctor School District as of June 30, 1989 and the 
results of operations and changes in financial position for the year then 
ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

Since the Student Activity Funds (Schedules 1 and 2) lacks adequate 
internal control and the receipts and disbursements of such funds are from 
variable and undeterminable sources as noted in the third paragraph, the 
scope of our work was not sufficient to enable us to express, and we do not 
express, an opinion on the statement of cash receipts and disbursements of 
the Student Activity Funds. 

The column on the accompanying financial statements captioned 
"Memorandum Only - Total" is not necessary for a fair presentation of the 
financial statements, but is presented as additional analytical data.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 



These financial statements are presented in conformity with generally 
accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. The following 
is a summary of the more significant accounting policies affecting their 
presentation. 

I. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 

A. Fund Accounting - The accounts of the School District have been 
organized on tne basis of funds and account groups, each of which is 
considered a separate accounting entity. Each fund has been 
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that 
comprises its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues and expendi- 
tures or expenses as appropriate. The School District's resources 
are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the 
purposes for which they are to be spent and the means by which 
spending activities are controlled. The various funds are grouped in 
the financial statements in this report into five general funds types 
and three broad fund categories as follows: 

GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 

General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
School District. It is used to account for all financial resources 
except those required to be accounted for in another fund. 

PROPRIETARY FUNDS 

Enterprise Funds - The Enterprise Funds (Food Service Fund) are used 
to account for operations (a) that are financed and operated in a 
manner similar to private business enterpri ses— where the Intent of 
the governing body is that the costs (expenses, including deprecia- 
tion) of providing goods or services to the general public on a 
continuing basis be financed or recovered primarily through user 
charges; or (b) where the governing body has decided that periodic 
determination of revenues earned, expenses incurred and/or net income 
is appropriate for capital maintenance, public policy, management 
control, accountability or other purposes. 

FIDUCIARY FUNDS 

Trust and Agency Funds - Trust and Agency Funds are used to account 
for assets held by the School District in a trustee capacity or as an 
agency for individuals, private organizations, other governmental 
units and/or other funds. These include Expendable Trust Funds, 
Nonexpendable Trust Funds and Agency Funds, as follows: 
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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS (Continued) 

1. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued) 

Expendable Trust Funds - These are accounted for in essentially the 
same manner as governmental funds. 

Nonexpendable Trust Funds - These are accounted for in essentially 
the same manner as proprietary funds since capital maintenance is 
critical . 

Agency Funds - These are custodial in nature (assets equal 
liabilities) and do not involve measurement or results of operation. 

B. Fixed Assets - Fixed assets are recorded as expenses paid in the 
respective acquiring fund at the time of purchase. Such assets are 
not capitalized nor depreciated in these funds. Generally accepted 
accounting principles requires that fixed assets used in governmental 
fund type operations be accounted for in a General Fixed Assets 
Account Group. The School District, however, has not maintained a 
record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of 
general fixed assets has not been presented. 

C. Long-Term Liabilities - Long-term liabilities expected to be financed 
from governmental funds are accounted for in the General Long-Term 
Debt Account Group. This account group is not a fund and is 
concerned only with the measurement of financial position and not 
with results of operations. 

D. Inventories - There are no inventories recorded within the General 
Fund. All inventory items such as textbook or instructional supplies 
are considered to be expenses paid at the time of purchase. 

E. Budgets and Budgetary Accounting - The principals, through and with 
the review committee, submit to the Board of School Directors a 
proposed operating budget for the next fiscal year. The proposed 
budget is published and warned in the annual budget meeting and is 
distributed to the voters of the school district. The operating 
budget was discussed at the annual meeting on May 17, 1988 and was 
legally enacted on July 19, 1988. 

F. Interfund Account Balances - All unsettled interfund account balances 
resulting from transactions between funds have been shown as due to 
and due from the respective funds.

3. Pension Plan - The School District has a pension plan which covers 
all eligible nonprofessional full-time permanent and active 
employees. The contribution rate for each eligible employee is equal 
to 3% of their compensation which is also matched by the employee. 
The School District's contribution is based on the employee's annual 
salary as of September 30 each year. Participating employees are 
fully vested. The pension plan was written on June 30, 1975. 

4. Compensated Absenses - Employees of the School District are entitled 
to paid sick days depending on length of service and other factors. 
The School District's policy is to recognize compensated absences 
when actually paid to employees and, accordingly, no liability has 
been recorded in the accompanying financial statements. This is a 
departure from generally accepted accounting principles. Generally 
accepted accounting principles require that a liability for compen- 
sated absences be recorded by the School District since they meet the 
applicable conditions for such liability.

Annu al Report 1 988/89 School Year 

The 1988/89 school year was a renewal of cooperative efforts 
between the school districts that make up the Rutland Central 
Supervisory Union. Proctor, Rutland Town, and West Rutland School 
Boards work closely with Superintendent Paul Tracy to improve the 
services provided by the supervisory union central office. Fiscal 
service was given a high priority. Improved budgeting procedures 
coupled with computerized accounting procedures have provided the 
Boards and communities with better financial data to make 
educational decisions. Katherine Bryant, Business Manager, 
continues to take a leadership role in refining the school 
district accounting procedures. She has also been able to 
establish tele-computer connections with West Rutland and Proctor 
Elementary Schools. When purchase orders are typed at the schools 
they are now recorded on the central office computers at the same 
time. It is expected that Proctor High School and Rutland Town 
Elementary School will have computer linkage with the central 
office by the end of the 1989/90 school year. 

Curriculum development has also been a high priority during 
the 1988/89 school year for the superintendent's office. 
Mathematics, writing, and science curriculum committees, made up 
of teachers and administrators from each school in the supervisory 
union, worked throughout the 1988/89 school year. These 
committees have been charged with developing a framework of basic 
skills for math, writing, and science. The Math Committee has a 
draft of a K 8 framewoi^k which is being implemented during the 
present school year. The writing committee has also developed a 
K-12 framework which has been distributed to all teachers. The 
science committee has focused its work on the development of a 
process approach to the teaching of science and the purchase of a 
new text series which will serve as a core for our K-8 science 
program. All three school districts purchased the same text 
series. During the 1989/90 school year these committees will 
continue with the goal of developing a meaningful assessment 
instrument for each of the above curriculum areas. 

The Boards, superintendent, and school administrators have 
worked hard over the past year to provide each community with 
meaningful information about their local budgets. The support for 
the 1989/90 school budgets in each community was greatly 
appreciated. The superintendent's office encourages you to call 
if you have questions about budgets, curriculum, or any other 
educational issue (775-4342). We can best service the needs of 
all of the students by the sharing of ideas, talents, and 
resources which are found in each school district. 



Special Education R epo rt 

Comprehensive special education services are being 
provided to 197 students, ages 0-21, in the towns of Proctor, 
Rutland Town, and West Rutland. Services include Essential 
Early Education, Speech/Language, Resource Room and teacher 
consultation by various specialists including psychologists, 
physical therapists, and a teacher of the hearing impaired. 

To assist in our efforts of integrating learners with 
challenging needs in regular classes we have hired Valerie 
Gasco-Wiggen as a half-time Integration Facilitator. Valerie 
consults with regular class teachers and assists with 
planning and implementation of students' programs. 
Individual aides have been hired and building teams have 
received intensive training in educating these students in 
their home schools. Recent changes in state funding rules 
now allow us to use money which would have been used for 
costly residential or private day-facility placements for 
development of appropriate local programs. Two students with 
intensive educational needs have successfully returned to 
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local schools already and several more are able to stay in 
their home schools as a result of this effort. 

Supervisory Unions in the Rutland Region have formed a 
Regional Collaborative to provide programs and services for 
learners with special needs which were once operated by the 
State Department of Education. This has been a painful, 
yet productive, process which clearly has resulted in local 
control of resources and development. Parents, teachers, 
administrators, and school board members have all contributed 
significantly to this process and deserve commendation. 

As all of Vermont's schools look to "restructure" our 
way of doing things, particular focus has been on making 
education "special" for all students. Continued cooperation 
and collaboration among all shareholders in the educational 
community will ensure success in the future for all learners. 



Proctor School District Report 

Redesigning education in Proctor was a major focus of the 1988/89 
school year. To report on those efforts, the Proctor School Board and 
Administration asked the High School Writing Workshop Class, under the 
direction of Pauline Vita, to research and then write their combined 
impressions of the Proctor School District. The Board and 
Administration are proud to present the following student's 
observations and impressions of the Proctor School District. 

PROCTOR ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 

Creative, busy, and changing , . . these words described the 
atmosphere we found at the elementary school. Although the teachers' 
faces were familiar, we noted a number of changes had taken place. As 
we walked through the school, we found the long foreboding corridor had 
been reduced to a small harmless hallway, the drinking fountains had 
shrunk, and someone had mysteriously shortened all the legs on the 
chairs . 

Conversations we had with the staff revealed many new programs. 
For example, in the enrichment program parents are invited into the 
school to teach skills such as babysitting, chess, and banking. This 
exposes students to concepts not ordinarily received in the regular 
curriculum. Throughout the school all grades have been assigned a 
specific country to learn about. Pictures and maps have been brought 
in, and students have searched their homes for items manufactured in 
the countries they've been studying. 

An expansion in the cooperative teaching program is currently in 
effect. Special education teachers are brought into classrooms 
providing students with the extra help they need while allowing them to 
work within a larger setting. 

The redesigning of the fifth and sixth grades is also underway at 
the elementary school. The students are combined in classes such as 
science, English, and math. This change should help students prepare 
for the transition from the elementary school to the junior- senior high 
school . 

In conclusion, from our observations we've learned more about what 
it is like behind the scenes of the educational process. We feel the 
educational system is maintaining its high standards, and Proctor 
Elementary is looking ahead to a successful and productive future.

Proctor High School has always been a proud institution with a 
strong tradition of excellent academics and athletics. In 1988 the 
school was in danger of closing as a result of low student enrollment 
and high taxes. After much discussion, the townspeople voted i* to 1 to 
maintain that pride. 

Today, the school is in the midst of a rigorous reconstruction. A 
new middle level program has been created for the seventh and eighth 
grades. In the past, seventh and eighth graders were associated with 
the high school, having no contact with the fifth and sixth graders. 
This was caused by the geographical separation of the two schools. 
However, relations have improved through teacher visitations and 
cooperative meetings. 

The future is looking bright for Proctor High School, The school 
is working on building a stronger curriculum. Included in this 
curriculum would be a redesigned middle level program with the fifth 
and sixth grades, an improved study skills program, and 

telecommunications. Although some changes have already been made, time 
is needed for more adjustments. 

Proctor '3 uniqueness revolves around its immense pride and 
home- like atmosphere. Visitors to the building comment frequently 011 
its cleanliness and superior maintenance. Continued town support of 
the school's academic and extracurricular programs will bring about a 
spirit incomparable to other schools in the area.

March 6 f 1989 

Town of Proctor School District Annual meeting opened by the 
Moderator at 7:05 P.M. 

Moderator Brian Pendleton read the complete Warning of the 
Town of Proctor School District Annual meeting. 
Since there was no objection the Annual Meeting of the 
School District was recessed at 7 J 07 P.M. to return to the 
Town of Proctor Annual Meeting. 

At 8:06 P.M. the Town of Proctor School District was recon- 
vened. 

Article 1- To hear and act upon the reports of the Town of 
Proctor School District. 

Motion made and seconded to move on Article 1 , 
John McGann, Chairman of the school board reported that last 
fall it was discovered that the Rutland Central Supervisory 
Union had a deficit and requested that Kathy Bryant, Business 
Manager be allowed to speak to explain this. Kathy explained 
that at the Supervisory Union many of the special funds had 
been carried in one general account and over a period of 
several years items had been paid from this account which 
should have been billed to the various school districts 
for reimbursement. Due to these non reimbursements to the 
fund over several years this had resulted in a cumulative 
deficit of $39, 587.00. An audit of the funds showed no miss 
use of funds only insufficient bookeeping of the various 
accounts. The Supervisory Union Board voted to split the 
deficit equally amongst the three districts with the amount 
for each district the first year of $12,000.00 with the 
balance the following year. 

Warren McCullough made note of page 108 in the report as 
to percentage of assessement paid by the Proctor School 
District. Chairman McGann stated this was due to change 
in the law as originally this was based on total enroll- 
ment. The present union board which is made up of three 
school' directors of each district voted to set cost of 
the three districts equally. 

Barbara Dallas pointed out that the requests for funds 
for the Supervisory Union each time keeps increasing 
and that already the Supervisory Union is over current 
budget. Dianne Anderson questioned as to why we need the 
Supervisory Union. Arthur Saceric stated that all federal 
funds are gathered through the Supervisory Union for use 
of the districts and Rita Rinehart pointed out the personnel 
that are shared within the district. 

Doctor Frank Buggiani asked the question what if Rutland 
Town pulled out what would costs be to us. 
Chairman McGann responded that there were only rumors to 
this coming from a couple of board members and was sure 
the State Board would not allow this without some consid- 
eration of Proctor and West Rutland. 

Hurley Cavacas asked if there had been consideration of 
disbanding present supervisory union and going with a 
larger one. Rita Rinehart pointed out that there had been 
a State Committee looking into consolidation so less 
Supervisory Unions but this was rejected by most due to 
loss of local voting power. 

To move < the question was made by Becky Fenton and seconded. 
Moderator Pendleton explained that a two-thirds majority 
was needed to move the question. 
Article 1 was carried in the affirmative. 

Article 2- To consider whether to authorize the expenditure 
of $33,000.00 (budgeted in the 1988-89 approved school 
budget for Building Modification) for acquisition and inst- 
allation at the Elementary School of a chair lift for the 
handicapped and partitions and doors required to meet State 
Fire Code -Regulations. 

Motion made and seconded to move on Article 2.

Article 2- Explanation given as to reasons why funds were 

not presently needed for modification as previously placed 

in the budget. Part of this being able to containment of asbestos 

rather than removal. Ruth Pilcher asked how often were the 

buildings inspected as far as asbestos containment. Mr. Fressie 

stated the buildings were inspected every six months. 

Ray Ault asked if the design of the chair lift was so that 

it could be moved to another facility, Mr. Kaldy said he 

believed this could be done if necessary.
